“Business Men Join in’ 
Move. 


Wall Street Interests, who have 
been identified with both develop- 


‘ment and financing of new industries 


over the last .seven : years, have 
planned a clearing house for inven- 
tive genius, which will provide a 
new and organised channel for the 


latudy, classification, utilisation, and 


financing of industrial processes and 
invention in and for industries of 
all kinds in the United States and 
in Europe. An outline of the plan 
is made public by Colonel R. Potter 
Campbell, chairman of the board of 
Campbell ‘Paterson and Co., of New 
York. The announcement. of the 
plan reyeals it as a far-reaching 
departure in the effort—heretofore 
unorgantsed—to bring into frultful 
employment Ideas and devices con- 
ceived yearly in large numbers; but, 
only a few of which have been able 
to find a proper market, due to lack 
of an adequate central “organisation 
of the service-type, 

Research Intelligence Service. 

Commonting on the plan, a state- 
ment of Colonel Campbell says: 
“The value of such a ‘resource can 
hardly be over-estimated. We be. 
lleve that in time this work should 
come to represent a Research Intel- 
ligence Service of world scope—an 
invaluable long arm tp industry— 
whereby. selected knowledge may. be 
had of the important things which 
are going on in the laboratories of 
the world, Certainly it should re- 
duce the possibility of a business 
enterprise spending much time and 
large amounts of money in an ex- 
tended production and merchandi- 
sing programme, while some un- 
known. inventor’ in a. cellar 
laboratory perfects an nyention 
which will deeply affect’ the’ course 
of his entire ‘business. Great 
changes in industry rarely come 
abruptly, Through the proposed 
Industrial Service, an individual 
manufacturer may have a source of 
knowledge of new things and, what, 
. [4s of equal importance, may have a 
practical. means of acquiring time- 
ly new vehicles of commerce to keep 
abreast of changing markets. 

Preserving Industries. 

“In the large view, much un:

frequently’ products and processes of 
marked value, which. would be

Comparison with Straits 
Policy. , 


‘GOVERNMENT GRANTS. 

In his third and final article on 
Education policy in Hong Kong 
“Lux” makes a detniled compari- 
gon between the grants, etc., paid 
to English grant schools in Hong 
Kong and the grants paid to Eng- 
lish aided schools in the Straits 
Settlements (that is, non-Govern- 
ment schools). 

In Hong Kong the grants are 
paid annually—that is the grant 
for 1929 is paid in March, 1930. 

The following is an extract 
from the Grant Code drawn up 
jn 1914 and revised in 1919;— | 
(a.)—A capitation grant of $66 

for each pupil in Classes 1 
and 2; of $30 for each pupil 
in Classes 3 to 6 and of $20 
for each pupil in Classes 7 
and 8, reckoning. in each 
case by average attendance. 

{b.)—A grant of $80 will be given 
for each pupil in Class 1 
presented for the Hong 
Kong University Matricula- 
tion or Senior Local Ex 
amination held in July each 
year, 

(c.)—A grant of $15 will be given 
for each pupil in Class’ 2 
presented for the Hong 
Kong University Junior 
Local Examination held in 

; July each year, 

{d.)—An additional grant of $100 
will be given for each pupil 

., who matriculates with hon- 
ours at the Hong Kong 
University in July each 
year, . 

(e.)—The grants enumerated 
under sub-heads (b) and 
{c) will also be paid for 
-pupils who, through sick- 
ness or other good cause to 
the satisfaction of the: Dir- 
ector, are unavoidably ab- 
sent from examination. 

* (£.)—Any fees paid to the Univer- 
‘sity by candidates for the 
examinations specified in 
article 86 will be ‘refunded 
“by the Government. - 


Under this Grant Code a school 
with about 300 scholars gets an 
annual grant of about $10,000 per 
ennum. <A Government . school 
with about 300 boys in it prepar- 
ing -to matriculation standard 
would probably cost about $50,000 
or more per annum, not including 
pensions, repairs to. . buildings, 
passages, furloughs, ete ‘It is 
hard to get exact figures, but I 
.think this is ua fair, and possibly 
a low, estimate. 

The salaries of the staff are not 
fixed by the, Government, The 
system is a capitation grant,— 
that is, so much | per head 
per scholar, The weaknesses of 
the system ‘are easily seen:— 
(1)—Schools are almost encour- 
aged to put boys in higher classes, 
(2)—If teachers of experience 
stay.on at a school, their salaries 
increase but the” grant remains, 
the same. 

(3)—~—A. boys’ school receives 
the same grant as a girls’ school. 

(4)—-No encouragement is 
given to schools which employ a 

. British staff; for example, there 
are no grants towards passages, 
furloughs and pensions.. A school 

- With a locally-engaged and non- 
British staff receives the same 
grants 23 a schovul with staff en- 
gaged from England. 

“ "In the Straits Settlements. 

The following is ‘an extract 
from the Regulntions for Aided 
English Schools in the Straits Set- 
tlements, revised .and in force 
from January. 1, 1929:—

NEVER SAW A “A WHITE MAN. © 
Like a breath from ‘the past, a 
two-maated sailing vessel appear- 
ed, as though it had emerged from 


RE 


the pages of the history book, and 


it Hes to-day bobbing at anchor 
not far from the F.M.S. Railway]. 
Station, Penang. This hundred: 
ton vessel is manned by a strange 
crew some of which, until they ar. 
rived in Penang, had never laid eye 
upon a white man. : 

_ The Parianaghee from the Island 
of Moulmen (Lower Burmah, .not 
to be confused with Moulmein), is 
the name of the queer craft: 

According to the crew, all of 
them are sallors, but’ they do not 
observe the usual formality of 
signing articles. They are éemploy- 
ed ,by ‘one of the richest men in 
Moulmen, ‘which designation is 
earned partly by the fact that ho 
owna a pair of shoes which squeak. 
This “squeak” heralds his’ ap- 
proach to the populace which pays 
respect to a man of wealth by low 
bows, not forgetting to extend their 
palms for a few “spare” coins 
which may or may not materialise. 

Gandhi a Vegetable! 

“What do you think about Gan- 
dhi’?, «a “Pinang Gazette” re- 
porter who visited the sailing 
eraft enquired. ‘ 

The natives aboard the ship, who 
were scantily attired, even’ for 
these attitudes, thought that 
“Mahatma Gandhi” was the name 
cf x vegetable! In short they had 
never heard of Gandhi, although 
they all professed the Hindu faith. 

Not knowing what a moving pic- 
ture is, a radio, an aeroplane, or 
even a phonograph, and never 
having seen na photograph, these 
people live in one of, the most 
primitive states to be found on 
earth during this year df grace 
1930. Wearing red turbans and 
rings through their ears and nos- 
trila, they present a curious sight. 

It is by no means uncommon in 
Moulmen to tattoo legends on the 
treasts of the natives, who delight 
in displaying the “stories” depict- 
ed. They have some mythology.in 
their “history,” and one story 
which seems to have endured from 
the firat recording of the natives 
about things which happened in 
the past shows a native girl with 
wings flying through the alr with 
a bow andarrow. Before her, flee- 
ing In obvious. alarm,‘ is a lion 
which. otherwise might be most 
formidable and certainly ferocious. 

Aboard the Parianaghee,. are 
five amall boys who work along 
with the men (as sailors. Alt the 
people who live on the Island of 
Moulmen, which belongs to Britain, 
are natural seamen, the na- 
tives report. Like their fore- 
fathers they have been sailing the 
seas for many years, 

It was not until the vessel ar- 
rived at Penang that they saw 
buildings which were constructed 
of materials stronger than wood 
and thatch. According to the 
captain of the Parlanghee, one 
Ally Hussain, they were at firat 
afraid to land. But their timidity 
soon vanished when they beheld no 
big monaters coming forth from the 
buildings and they ‘dropped an- 
chor. Thus far only the captain 
has ventured ashore. The rest of 
the. crew seem quite content to re- 
main on the boat and fish over the 
side.’ ~ . ; 

‘A, lone British revenue officer 
Ilves on ‘the Island. of Moulmen 
and he is not often seen by the na- 
tives, who fear him, although he 
is sald to be a very kindly man by 
those of the local populace of 
Moulmen who have been snfficient- 
ly bold to come forth “to-touch 
him.” As he did not bite them, 
they were reassured, but are still 
trying to convince their brethren 
that all ia well with the lone 
Briton. ,

A surprise entrance was ‘effected : 
and the Pir wag seized before he’ 
could organise any ‘tesistance or. 
aetk refuge in hiding, So incensed 
was he at,his capture that he col- 
lapsed in a fit. ; 

He was revived, and the police’ 
ordered him to conduet them round 
the kot. 

Noise From a Box. 

The first halt in’ the tour of in- 
spection oceufred when a suspicious 
noise was heard emanating from a 
wooden hox, which the Pir waa re- 
quested to open. He declined, say- 
ing that the box contained a mad 
hur (member of a wild trib), who | 
would attack the party if freed. 

The box was smashed open and 
inside was ‘found a man named, 
Ibrahim, whose mother had given. 
the police’-the information leading 
to the January raid. He had been 
kidnapped by the Pir’s myrmidona j 
a few Gays after the raid, and hia 
mother had later been found mur- 
dered in one of the Pir’s hanses. 

More surprise’ were in store, 
however, for the police next dis- 
shine’ illicitly distilled) Hquor 
covered a huge quantity of “moon- 
and smuggled drugs.

From’ time to time groups of 

Chinese Students have gone from 
this country to study, for periods of 
various duration, in American 
Colleges and Universities, But, 
not until now, as far as can be 
ascertained, has a group of Ameri- 
can College men come to China to 
make a serious study of the people 
and Institutions of this country. 

On Sunday morning there arrived 
in Tientsid, from the South, ten 
graduates and senior students of 

Pomona* College, Californig, for a 
four-day study of Tientsin and aome 
of her educational institutions. 

. They come to this city ‘at the 
invitation of Dr. Chang Po-ling and 
are guests of Nankai University, 

The purpose of the party, in their: 
own words, in “to study oriental 


jlife, conditions, and problems ‘in the 


field, especially in China; to bring 
into closer socfal and intellectual 
contacts students of ‘the East and 
West ard thus aid In the world-wide 
movement to’ exchange knowledge 
and understanding.” 

Tho study tour fs the realisation 
of a dreem ‘of: Mr. Tsul Sik-leong; 
who Js the leader of’ the party..' Mr. 
Tsui-was born in Canton, but he 
has been studying, for the past eight 
years, in American Schools, He is 
particularly interested in! studying 
international relations between the 
United States and China from the 
diplomatic and potitical point of 
view. .
